UNCLASSIFIED 
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NIXON EISENHOWER SAID MAO TSE-TUNG EAGER EOR HER EATHER 
REVISIT PEKING; REPORTED CHAIRMAN SAYING, "WHEN HE 
(NIXON) COMES TO CHINA, I WILL BE WAITING EOR HIM." 

BOTH JULIE/DAVID SAID THEY FEEL THEIR WELCOME TO PRC
